— In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby 
makes the following rules further to amend the Defence Sci- 
ence Service Rules, 1967, namely 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Defence Science Ser- 
vice (Amendment) Rules, 1974. 

(2J They shall come into fetfee on the date of their pub- 
lication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Defence Science Service Rules, 1967, — 

(i) rule 7 shall be renumbered as sub-rule (1) theieol’, 
and after rule 7(1), as so renumbered, the following 
shall be inserted, namely : — 

“(2) All the posts relating to grades specified in rule 
6 shall be deemed to be Technical posts’ for 
the purposes of medical standards as specified 
in the ‘Medical Regulations and Medical Rcpoit 
form for the Indian Administrative Service, Indian 
Police Service, Indian Foreign Service, Indian 
Forest Service and the Central Service’, issued 
by the Government of India in the late Ministry 


of Health and Family Planning and Works, 
Housing and Urban Development (Department of 
Health).”; 

(ii) in column (1) of the Table below rule 9(l)(i)(a), the 
entry ‘Senior Laboratory Supervisor’, shall be 
omitted ; 

(iii) after sub-rule (2) of rule 12, the following shall be 
inserted, namely : — ■ 

“Note For the purpose of confirmation of officers 
in various grades, Combined Seniority Lists 
would be grated-wise. Seniority inter-se of 
officers in these lists shall be fixed in accordance 
with the relevant orders of the Central Govern- 
ment on the subject issued from time to time.”;

“(2) All the posts relating to the grades specified 
in items (d) to (i) of rule 6 are selection posts 
and promotion to these grades shall be made 
on the basis of merit from amongst those in 
the zone of promotion. 

(3) Promotion to the grades specified in items if) 
to (i) of rule 6 shall be on the basis of seniority 
list prepared subject- wise and seniority of officers 
in these lists shall be based on the seniority 
assigned to them in the Combined Seniority Lists 
complied for the purpose of confirmation in the 
respective grades. ; 

(v) for Note 2 under sul>rule (3) of rule 15, the 

following shall be substituted, namely 

“Note 2. — Persons appointed to any of the pension- 

able posts of Service either by direct appoint- 
ment or by promotion and confirmed therein, 
when promoted or directly appointed to the 
post of Deputy Chief Scientific Officer or above 
shall continue to retain their pensionable status”; 

(vi) in the note under sub-rule (4) of rule 15, for the 

words, “Principal Scientific Officers”, the wolds 
“Officers in the grade of Principal Scientific Officer 
and below”, shall be substituted,
